How much more will 
will be necessary is the subject of many 
estimates, which vary from $15,<400,000 lo 
40,000,000, so mat the bill will take irom

has 
been most extraordinary from Washington 
claim agents, and everything points to an 
avalanche of applications under the law.

C hicago, * J rn. 2 5 .—A great conflagra­ 
tion began at Armour’s new and immense 
packing bouse at the Union Stock Yards 
this morning about I o'clock, and was the 
occasion of the first alarm in the city at 
l l :45 and a.second alarm a few minutes 
afterward. The fire broke out, according 
to a report received at tho Bell telephone 
office, (at 1:22 a. rn.), rn the new building 
adjoining the packing house, and had 
spread rapidly under the influence of a 
fair breeze from the southwest, and soon 
communicated with the roof on the west 
side of the new packing house, au l at 3 a. 
rn., that large brick structure was on Are, 
and the reflection of the coDlligration was 
plainly visible from the Tribune office. 
Only two fire-engines were on 
the 
ground at 2 o’clock, aud the wind having 
shined around to thu northwest, it seemed 
probable at last accounts that not 
only 
Armours luge establishments, but other 
similar one would be destroyed. 
The supply of water hid become nearly 
exhausted when the last report reached 
the city, ani it was feared that the engines 
which had been sent from the city would 
uol be able to obtain a sufficiency of waler 
to enable them to be of any service 
The box sounded by the alarm bells in 
the city was thai located at the Stock- 
Yards, No. 259, aud it was learned that 
Fire Marshal Benner aud tome of his assist­ 
ants had goDe out to the scene of the fire to 
give such aid as they could. 
Tue roads 
leading out to the Yards are very bad at 
present, aud the engines sent out must have 
had difficulty in reaching the place. 
The new packing house of the Messrs. 
Armour and other buildings connected 
with it cover about a block of ground, aud 
are mostly substantial 
brick 
struct­ 
ures. At 
the 
present writing 
(3:25 
a. rn.) no estimate can be given of the val­ 
ue of the property owned by Armour A 
Co., and iu danger of destruction, AII the 
buildings are situated in the center of the 
yards. 
There are other packing estab­ 
lishments aod buildings In the immediate 
neighborhood of those on fire, aud, unless 
waler can be supplied in great quantities. 
the immense building property at the 
blockyards is in great danger. The loss 
has already been very large, and a late re­ 
port showed that there was danger of the 
fire reaching to toe immense quantities of 
lard, pork, beef, &c., contained in the 
building. 
The origin of the fire could not be as­ 
certained up to2:30 a. rn. 
The great tire at the Stock-Yards was 
still raging al 4:40 o’clock this morning, at 
which lime reports by the Bell Telephone 
Company were received from Mr. Davis, 
of thu large packing firm of Davis. Atkin­ 
son & Co., and Mr Ricker. 
The former 
gentleman requested all the aid from the 
city that could be sent, and expressed fears 
that the large buildings owned by his firm 
would be destroyed. 
Armour & Co’s new packing hou-e was 
enveloped in flames, and the partition 
wall between the great buildings, that had 
been depended upoa to stay the progress 
of the fire, had begun to crumble and show 
signs of falling, thus cutting off all hope of 
saving the vast structures, which are 400 
feet long aod 200 feet wide, and three 
stories high.

The Mail of Wednesday refers to a case 
which, within the last lew days, has stirred 
C lur J ii of England circles in this city to 
the depths and rudely awakened them to 
the fa:t that, while they, in common with 
otter religious sects, have been building 
pa aces in which to worship their God, at 
leu st one adm inistrant of spiritual food has 
actually died in their midst from starva­ 
tion. The case referred to is that of the 
lie r. W. F. Checkley, assistant m inister 
• »f St. P au ls church, Bioor street, who died 
on Friday last, it was said of typhoid fever, 
b u tin reality from sheer waul. 
A few 
years ago he was engaged by the Bloor 
street congregation at a salary of $800, but 
the congregation found they could only 
pay halt that amount, and on $400 Per an­ 
num Mr. Checkley hadto keep alive him ­ 
self and his own family of five or six chil 
dreu, including ad adult son, who some 
time ago bad his ha ds amputated, two 
children of a 
dead 
brother, 
and 
an 
invalid 
sister. 
N othing 
was 
known of the extreme poverty of the fam­ 
ily until Mr. C heekily’a death, when it 
was ascertained that the household had ac­ 
tually been existing for two years on al­ 
most bread alone. Butter during that time 
they had not had in the house, and the 
taste ot meat was almost forgotten.

On the 0th of August, 1874, a woman 
who nave the Dame of Sophia Jansen, was 
comm uted to the Almshouse by the lnsan 
ity Commissioners of this city, under the 
impression that she was of unsound mind, 
but harmless. 
On the June following her 
commitment she was discharged at the re­ 
quest of the Swedish Consul, of wLich na­ 
tion she was supposed to be a representa­ 
tive, out subsequently her insanity assum ­ 
ed a dangerous form and she was sent to 
the Stockton lu 3aue Asylum. 
Previous to 
ber appearance in this city it was known 
that the woman had walked the 
entire 
distance In rn Omaha, scaling precipices 
and mountains, 
plodding ravines 
and 
crossing the dizzy tresstles over which the 
railroad passed between here and that city 
Although destitute on her arrival here, 
she refused to make known the object of 
her visit and never did volunteer any in­ 
ter rn anon of her early history, except that 
her name was Jansen, that she was bom 
at 8 an Hen, Sweden, in 1830, and had been 
in the country five years, having come to 
Evanston, Illinois, with her brother, and 
joined her father who was a Methodist 
minister at thai place. 
Subsequently she 
stated that she had left home eleveu months 
before, but she refused to give any reasons 
for doing so. Communication was had with 
the Mayor of Evanston and other parties 
mentioned by her ae residing there, and 
the 
result 
was 
that 
her 
story 
was lound to be untrue. 
The mystery 
surrounding this strange wayfarer excited 
considerable public interest at the time of 
her arrival iii this city, but after she was 
committed to the alms-house, all efforts to 
fathom the occasion for her peculiar beha­ 
vior having proved fruitless, she was soon 
forgotten. 
Toe second link in the queer 
chain of her history appears in the tact 
that not many days ago a young man visit 
ed the almshouse, gave a description of 
poor Sophia Jansen, correct in many par- 
ucular.-, and asked concerning her where­ 
abouts. 
Tins young man informed Superintend­ 
ent Keaiing that the strange woman was 
his aunt, and that some five years ago she, 
while in a fit of insanity, wandered from 
her b nile near St. Louis, Mo., and had not 
been heard of since. 
Iu addition, he stated 
that the woman was the sister at Jo h n G. 
IvabuiiD.a well-known resident ot this 
city, who died here in December, 1877, 
leaving properly worth nearly half a mil­ 
lion oi dollars, and which yields an income 
ot $3,000 per month.

estate, the only others being a brother aud 
sister, who reside* at bt. Louis, aud the 
children o fa deceased brother, living rn 
this cdy.

K e n o sh a, January 2 2 —The Wisconsin 
Dairymen’s Association met here to-day. 
A large attendance gave lite to the meeting 
and thus far it has proved one of the most 
interesting of the sessions. Numerous ex­ 
hibitions of cheese, butter, and apparatus 
for the dairy were made. 
In the afternoon Mayor F arr welcomed 
the A ssociation , and was responded to on 
the part ot the Society by D. G. Cheevcr 
of Clinton. 
President H. F. Dousman 
delivered the annual address—an able pr­ 
yer. 
“ The Influence of the Dairy Business 
Upon the Farm and the Farm er” was the 
first subject put under discussion, Mr. I. J. 
Clapp taking the lead. 
Dr. Farr, Capt. 
Tuttle. W. C. White, Chester Hazen, John 
Porter and others made arguments aud 
quoted facts and the discussion proved val­ 
uable and interesting. 
The following committees were announc­ 
ed by the President: 
Committee 
on Nominations—W. D. 
Hoard, Fort Atkinson; W. C. White, Ken­ 
osha ; A. A. Bo}ce, Lodi.

The Association adjourned to evening, 
lu the evening a iargc crowd gathered to 
hear Prof. L. B. Arnold, of ilouhester, New 
ork, (Secretary of the American Dairy­ 
men's Association) on “ i'uc Philosophy of 
Cheese Making.” 
lh e Professor was glad that the Associ­ 
ation had selected the subject it had, be­ 
cause l thereby recognized the truth that 
there was a philosophy of cheese in tKiug. 
What standard is to be adopted? 
Suppose 
all the national representatives of cheese 
could gather at some convention to give 
their views on the subject. 
The Kuglish- 
mio, claiming to represent tne civilized 
we!Id, holds up bn hard cheese in tri­ 
umph. 
The Frenchman, whose cheese ii 
made Tri*ui goat’s milk, taya its olltusive 
irdor is completely toned down by b irk y 
meal. 
The iiuiian says of his cheese ail 
me world 
likes aromatics. 
The Swiss, 
holding up his rich cheese, exclaims to the 
italian that his cheese is all skimmilk. The 
German squeezing his Limburger through 
his lingers,claims that his is solid and soft, 
rich and ol fu I flavor. 
Theie are certain 
i biri rn ic properties in cheese, however, 
w hich should not be lost sight of. 
But at 
tue same time* with au open maiket tor our 
cheese dairymen should en fearer to meet, 
ta tar as possible, these several national 
tastes. 
There are two inherent values 
which the philosophical judge of cheese 
should be able to fix, its food aud its lux­ 
ury values. 
its value as food is fixed chiefly by the 
amount ot casein which cheese contains 
Tile ll Ivor lies entirely in fatty substances 
The case lu is tasteless 
The speaker gave 
an account ot some experiments watch he 
made, in conjunction with Prof. Euglehart, 
of New Yolk, upon the digestive proper­ 
ties cd cheese.

The temperature should never fall below 
the freezing p not 
As to the variety must 
1 1 be utsircd tor diary purposes, without 
wishing to disparage any other breeds, the 
speak* r,tbought thai the Holsteins were to 
be preferred. 
After the cow had been 
milked the fluid should be put into a cl- an 
pail, aud cooled immediately, so os to erad- 
u ate all animal heat. 
Noting well the 
pricaulions l<>r cleanliness, the duly ol Hie 
cheese'maker now commences. 
The time 
seems to be coming that if we would me­ 
lo n our reputation we must keep the skim­ 
mer from tue milk pau. 
The paper was thrown open tor general 
discussion, Mr. Hazen, who is a breeder of 
live stock of a breed not Holstein taking 
some exceptions to the gentleman's xe­ 
nia! ks.

THE AFTERNOON DISCUSSION. 
After the reports of the above commit­ 


tees the International Dairy Fair was the 
topic taken up for discussion. 
Mr. Hazen, 
of Ladoga, made a few remarks, when W. 
D. Hoard, of Fort Atkinson, in bebait of 
the Visiting Comm.nee from this Blate, 
gave quite a full and graphic account of 
that great dairy exhibit at New York city 
in December. 
Imagine, he said, a room 
400x200 feet in size packed full of butter 
aud cheese. 
In the center of the room 
were two huge pyramids—the one to the 
right being composed almost entirely oi 
Wisconsin cheese, and that to the leu of 
foreign cheese, contributed by Thurber & 
Co. 
Here were gathered representative 
men from all parts of the country so that 
one couid Investigate tho subject right 
there. 
The editor then advanced some 
points on the oleomargarire question, and 
he said honestly (though there were cer­ 
tain press representatives who claimed he 
bad no religion) that the butter made from 
that article was belter than much manufac­ 
tured in this Elate from the pure milk.
